Important though the Methodist 
church is in many lands, there is none 
in which it has played so great and pe-

States, Its history is indissolubly inter. 
Woven with the history of our country 
for the six seore years since the consti- 


tutional convention made us really a 
nation, Methodism in America entered 


on its period of rapid growth just about 


the time of Washington's presidency, 
Tis essential democracy, its fiery ond 
restless energy of spirit, and the wide 


play that it gave to individual initiative 
all tended to make it peculiarly congen- 


jal toa hardy and virile folk, democratic 
te the core, priging individual independ- 
ence above all earthly possessions, and 


rough and stern work of 
continent, Methodism 
spread even among the old communities 
and the long-settled distriets of the At- 
lantie tide but its phenomenal 
growth was from these regions westward. 
The whole country is under a debt of 
gratitude to the Methodist circuit riders, 
the Methodist pioncer preachers, whose 
movement weetward kept pace with the 
movement of the frontier, who shared all 
the hardships in the life of the frontiers.

health officer and the committee of the 
counei! appointed to investigate — the

and rather amusing argument, ani 
when the subject was dropped it was 
decided that for the present the regu: 
lar fee of 1c. for the first seareh and 
fe for each subsequent seereh should 
be charged,

plished Jast evening, the meeting was 
of the usual length All the alderme 
Were present and in a good mood for 
argument, so that matters that looked 
very simple on the free became com- 
plex before the aldermen had done 
With them.
